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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's arguments the Examiner 
maintains her positions as recited in the final rejection. Regarding Applicant's arguments with respect to Lavi and Hart, the Examiner 
maintains that the syringe body would be included as part of the device and as such the reservoir is within the housing. Regarding 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the door of claim 1 , the claim does not recite that the rotatable door Is configured to contact the skin. 
The Examiner finds the Indicated door of Lavl to be disposed upon the bottom surface of the housing which contacts the skin as indicated 
above. The claim does not provide any further recitation as to the orientation of the door with respect to the bottom surface. Regarding 
Applicant's arguments with respect to Gross, the claims do not recite any limitations as to what constitutes device activation, the Examiner 
finds that when the user is manipulating the device they are activating the device. When the user moves the device of Gross between 
extended and retracted positions they are activating the device, the device can not be used or activated unless the needle Is moved Into 
position to penetrate the skin . 
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
